Security controls increased by East Germans: The East 
Germans have taken ¢ foliowing additional measures to en- 
force their security control during the four-power conference: 


(1) Closed the area around the Soviet embassy on Unter 
den Linden to all persons not living there, 


(2) Ordered elevated and Subway, trains not to stop 
at the stations nearest the Soviet embassy. 


(3) Evacuated the Ministry.of Education, .located . 
near the Soviet embassy,as a security measure. 


(4) Alerted the East German army (KVP) throughout 
the country. 


(5) Increased the strength of the police stationed 
in East Berlin to 14,450, 


These measures are further indications of Soviet aware- 
ness of the East German hostility to the Communist regime ..
